FALLING EXPORTS

- The result has been that the con- 
sumption goods industries, already 
weakened by the heavy demands 
made upontthem by the four years’ 
plan restrictions, have been faced 
with a. stimulated demand. which 
they are unable, to fulfil. 


The national wage income rose 


‘between 1933 and 1988 by 64.2 per| . 


_ cent, The production of consumption 
goods only increased during the same 
period by 29.5 per cent, 


CONTROL OF PRICES 
_ Strict control of prices, wages and 
distribution of commodities has 
been necessary to counteract this 
phenomenon. Steps have been taken 
to stop the payment of uneconomic 
wages.. 

German’ industrial production 
touched a new high level during 
the first quarter of 1989, when it 
was. 32.7 per cent. higher than that 
of the slump year 1928, This re- 
presented an improvement of 4.7 
“per cent. over the 1938  perform- 
ance. These figures have been’ 
achieved by calling upon practically 
all available reserves. 

Despite this effort, however, the 


export figures for the “old Reich” tate 


were only £63,100,000 during the 
first quarter of 1939, compared with 
£66,950,000 during the same period 
of 1938, 

The loss is emphasised by the 
fact that the. figure. quoted for 1939 
includes the exports of the Sudeten 
areas. To some extent, in the view 
of the writers of. the report -this is 
accounted for by a fall of approxi- 
mately 7 per cent, in export prices. 

During the whole ° first quarter 
of 1989 the figures. for. , the. 
foreign trade of the : “Whole “great 
German Reich” show an‘ import 
surplus of  £5,650,000, compared; 
with an import surplus for the first 
quarter of 1938° of only’ £2, 850,000. 


PLIGHT OF AGRICULTURE 
- On the other hand, the figures for 
April-and May this year show for 
the first time since the creation of 
“Greater” Germany” the exceptional 
export surpluses of 41, 750,000 and 
£2,250,000. 

It should be noted, however, that 
the methods used to calculate the}: 
trade figures of the Reich have been 
completely altered from April. 1, 
*.1939, so that no ‘true comparison is 
possible between figures for April 

- and May and those of. previous 
months.

"THE late Lord Rosebery, whose son won the Derby ; 


recently, was one of the most successful racing 


men of his time. 


- When at Oxford, he is said to have wagered 
that he would become Prime Minister of England, 
marry the wealthiest woman in England, and win 


the Derby. 


He married the heiress of the 
millionaire, Baron Meyer Roths- 
child. He won the Derby three 


times. He became Prime Minis- 
ter.. 


For 50 years clad Rosebery 
maintained, and constantly im- 
proved, his studs. 


His wonderful success was, no doubt, 
contributed. to materially by the fact 
that he commanded great wealth. But 
he was a racing and breeding en- 
thusiast. His triumphs as .a..bréeder 
and racing man were largely associat- 
ed with the famous mare, 
ancestress of the champion ” Australian 
sire, Heroic, and many other horses 
which have won fame on the race 
tracks and at the stud in Australia. 

Lord Rosebery, most brilliant scholar 
statesman-orator of his day, and a 
' gifted writer, was sensitive to criticism 
on the Turf, though, curious P seals i 
he seems to have sometimes flourished 
on it as a political leader. 


‘He won his first race at + New- 
market in 1869. A.few months later 
he sold the whole of his horses at 
Tattersall’s. He was. credited with 
having taken this course because of 
criticism of the running of one of his 
horses at Stockton. 


Four years later Lord Rosebery won 
the Gimerack Stakes at York with 
Padoroshna, bought a few days earlier 
for 410 guineas. In the following sea- 
son, 1874, he. bought Couronne de Fer 
for 2500 guineas. This horse ran se- 
cond in the Derby. 


With Aldrich he that year won the 
: City and Suburban Handicap. He had 
further good wins, and in 1878 paid 
£6000 for Bonnie Scotland. ‘He started 
second favorite for the:Derby, but ran 
badly. Bonnie Scotland became one of 
the greatest sires in America, |
